FOR CHAMPION DIXON

Displayed All His Old-time Vigor. 





BRITON NOT CAST IN CHAMPION MOULD 





Was Clever aad Skillful, But Not a Fighter---Almost Knocked 
Out Twice---Hot Fighting in the Last Round. 





“Will” Curley, of Newcastle-on-Tyne, the 
aspirant for international championship honors, who 
fought George Dixon atthe Brondway Athletic Club 
on Nov. 2, proved to be the poorest excuse for a title 
hunter that has come from England in many a day. 
Asa boxer he showed himself to be possessed ofall 
the tricks of head and hands that characterized the 
work of all the English tmportations, but his fighting 
quality was Ineffective in every detail, Dixon was his 
master at every stage of the game, and although he did 
not knock Curley out he hud him on the brink of de- 
feat twice during the battle and only the fortunate 
ending of the rounds saved him from being put to 
sleep. Curley, is a long, lanky chap with a light 
physique and little of that sturdiness which was so 
marked in “Ben” Jordan, “Pediar’’ Palmer and other 
English fighters who hive recently visited us. He has 
a tormenting reach, but his blows lacked strength and 
steam bebind them and were Ineffective in doing any 
damage to the courageous little colored lad who stood 
before him. 

Curley had a fair defense, but it was fur trom impres- 
nable against Dixon’s famous fighting methods. His 
footwork was good and only his agility in getting be- 
yond range saved him from a worse beating than he 
got. They fought twenty-five rounds at 120 pounds 
tor a $4,500 purse. 

Referee “Johnuny’’ White decided in Dixon’s favor— 
the only decision which could in ju tice to both men 
have been rendered—yet a Jol of prejudiced persons, 
who obviously know less about boxing than a pig does 
about rowing « boat, made a tumultuous demonstration 
of disapproval when the decision was announced. 

Dixon was the first to appear inthe ring. He was 
attended by ‘Tom’ O'Rourke, “Charlie’’ Miner and 
“Larry” Tempie.. Curley followed five minutes later. 
He was looked after by “Ben’’? Jordur, * Dave” Wal- 
lace and “Tom’’ Murp!iy. Alter an announcement of 
future contests and introduction of champlons and 
would-be champions the men got to work under 
Straight Queensberry rules. 

The fight by rounds is as follows: 

Round 1—Both were cautious. Dixon shot out a 
straight left, but Curley side-stepped with ease, Curley 
sent in a left and they clinched Dixon swung his right 
for the head, but missed, and in the clinch Curley 
jammed his right into George’s ribs. No dumage was 
done, 

Round 2—Curley came in with a right for the heart, 
but missed, and Dixon putaleft on his ribs, Dixon 
let loose a straight left for the face. Curley ducked, 
The yokel had cleverness to givenway. George didn’t 
like it, and got a good right to the stomach, following 
it with a left for the head which missed, and then the 
negro sentin two good ones that sent the Englishman 
up against the rop:s. 

Round 3—Dixon got a straight left home on the nose 
and missed a second attempt. He kept atit, however, 
and Curley ducked into a left hook, the first good blow 
of the fight. Curley retaliated a moment later with a 
stiff right punch in the stomach, Dixon rushed him 
to the ropes, but the Britisher’s cleverness in cucking 
kept him from doing any damage. 

Round 4—Dixon gota line on Curley’s clever head 
work, and when he’d miss a straight left for the face 
he would repeat it short on the jaw. But there wasn’t 
much force to the blow. Dixon landed a good leftin 
the stomach, Curley got it on George witha leit on 
the head and anotherinthe ribs. In a rallyat the 
ropes Dixon had the best of it. 

Round 5—George started in to fight. He bent Curley 
from a straight line Into the letter C, and Curley 
hugged. When White parted them Dixon rusted 
again and fought Curley ail over the ring, sending in 
heavy body blows, Curley hugged and looked weak. 
Dixon was his master. The bell was a relief to the 
yokel. 

Round 6 -Curley recovered, and did better in this 
round, but it looked like Dixon’s fight. The champion 
was a bit tired from his terrific fighting in the preced- 
ing round, and there was little damage done. 

Round 7—Curley was in first-class condition. He had 
completely recovered in this round, and stood off 
Dixon’s rushes. George sent in a blow on the juw that 
made Curley think of other things. He repeated this 
lett uppercut, but Curley came back with aleft jab that 
sent the wonder’s head back. Dixon rushed again and 
landed a risht on the ribs at the bell. 

Round 8—Dixon lifted Curley with a left hook in the 
stomach. Curley blocked a repeatand wound agood 
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rizit to the side of Dixon’s head, Curley got wise to 
Dixou’s left hooks in the wind and blocked three otf 
them in succession, Curley drove a good left to the 
chin and handed Dixon a stiff right in the stomach. 
Curley was improving. 

Round 9—Dixon sent left to head. Curley chopped 
him three times, to Dixon’s surprise, and ripped itinto 
George’s heart. Before the wonder recovered from his 
surprise the Yokel blocked a right for the stomach and 
got over his right on George’s chops with a resounding 
smash. 

Round 10—Georze smashed in a left hook to the 
stomach, Curley jabbed with the leit. In a clinch, 
Curley got home ou the ribs with right. Curley blocked 
and ducked enough of Dixon's vicious leads to starta 
boxing wceademy. The Yokel started to fight on his 
own account and cut loose a facer that changed Dixon’s 
expression. They were in a clinch at the bell. 

Round 11—Carley was clever and strong. Dixon 
was doing the better part of the fighting, He landed 
‘ight with his left on head and crossed over the right 
cleverly, George rushed and Curley met him coming 
in with a stiffrightin the short ribs. Dixon crossed 
over the right on the jaw. 

Round 12—Dixon opened the game with a left on 
the nose. Ife putit on the nose again, and added to 
it Wutha rigit under the heart. ‘Those body blows 
were doing the business fur Curley. Dixon hooked 
him with the lefton the Jaw and dropped him with a 
right cross on the sime spot, It was a beautiful short 
arm hook, Curley was all but out, He was game and 
trie to get up, but could not. The bell saved him. 

Round 13—Curley’s splendid condition told, as he 
came back all right, better than anyone thought. 
Dixon was a bit careful, thinking he had his man 
licked. There was not much doing in this round, and 
what there was Curley gave his share of it. 

Round 14—Curley was again quick and clever, 
here wasi’t a mark on either man. Dixon landed 
left on jaw and crossed with right. Curley did his best. 
It wasn’t much. He fiddled and clinched and Dixon 
drove in astraight right to Curley’s jaw that looked 
like the finish, but the bell tolled a different story. 

Round 15—T.ie Engiishiman’s condition stood bim 
in stead agui.. He cime up to the scratch looking 
fresh enough for anyonue’s money. Dixon dinimed this 
freshness a bit by a left swing in the stomach that fairly 
lified Curley off his feet, 1t was the only blow of con- 
sequence in the round, 

Round 16—George handed him a jab on the nose, 
Curley ducked a left and got the right over lightly. 
The next instant he sent Dixon’s head rocking with a 
leit hook on the j uv, 

Round 17-—-Curley dug a hard left hook into D xon’s 
stomach, ‘Then be sent «a straight left to Dixon’s nose, 
and Dixon puta letton the siomach and a right over 
the Juv, both telling punches, Dixon rushed, 
missed aud ran into a jab in the stomach. 

Round 18—Curley’s forehead was a bit swollen. 
Dixon Linde la swing to the stomach; He swung a 
right for the juw and missed by a yard. Curley got in 
good and hard on the nose, and Dixon landed again in 
the stomach, Curley was keeping away when the bell 
rang. 
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tound 19—Dixon landed two lefts on the nose and 
missed two more. Curley came back, but his blows 
lacked steam. 

Round 20— Dixon led and missed twice. At last he 
landed a good stiff left on the chin. George landed left 
on the stomach and right on the jaw. 

Round 21—And nota markon eitherman, Dixon 
hit in a clinch and apologized, which was gracefully ac- 
cepted by the Englishman. George handed Curley a 
good smash on the jaw with bis left, 

Round 22—Curley got a right chop to the jaw that 
ought to have told. Dixon's port lamp had the blinds 
down, but not a drop of blood had been spilled, It was 
asuperb example of what condition willdo. Dixon's 
body blows would not be denied, however, and they 
were beginning to tell. 

Round 23—Curley got in a good right crosson the 
jaw, aud George began to fight. He smashed the 
Yokel in the stomach and jaw, and had him going, but 
he managed to stall off the champion’s rushes till the 
bell. 

Round 24—The Englishman’s stomach was gone 
Those fearful stabs had told. He hugged for a time, 
Then suddenly he came back likeastreak with two 
vicious right-hand stabs in the stomach. 

Round 25-—-Tlhe Yokel was a sick man, but he was 
as gume a thing as ever pot onaglove. He stalled off 
his master’s rushes, and then put up a fight that sent 
the mob into a delirium of joy. Dixon fought likea 
fiend to put him out. Dixon got the decision. He de- 
serv: d it. 


The preliminary was a twelve-round bout between 





“Dauny” Ward of Newark, and “Sam” Bolan. Ward 
got the short ead of the purse and a terrible punching, 
while Bolan got the decisiun. 


‘“PITZ"’ MET AN BASY ONE. 


Dropped ‘‘Jeff’” Thorne, of England, in One 
Punch in One Minute. 


“Jef” Thorne, of England, bad the temerity to go 
against “Bob” Fitzsimmons in a six-round bout at 
Chicago on Oct. 28, and received his just deseris, « 
punch on the jaw m the first round which knocked 
him out and ended whatever fistic aspirations he had 
for the time being. Thorne, who was evidently very 
much afraid of Fitz-immons, did not land a single 
biow, and only made one ligt attempt to lead with his 
left, the blow falling short by several inches. 

‘The blow delivered by Fi'zsinsmons was a short left 
jolt, which did not pass through six liches of space be- 
fore landing on Thorue’s jaw. 

After Thorne was counted out Fitzsimmons picked 
him up bodily and carried him to his corner, placing 
him ona chair, which “Sam” Fitzpatrick, who had 
been confident of Thorue’s victory, had placed hur- 
riedly on the platform, 

Thorne fell flaton his back, his legs drawn up +pus- 
modically, aud he rolled slowly over on his hands and 
knees in a vain attempt to regain his feet. The effort 
was futile, however, and he fell flat on his face, utterly 
unconscious, 

Malachi Hogan, the referee, bent close over him with 
his mouth at Thorne’s ear shouting the seconds, but 
Thorne lay like a dead man. After turning over on 
hisface he neither moved nor seemed to breathe, so 
completely knocked out was he. 


KEARNS DID NOT COMMIT A FOUL, 


4 Left Hand Solar Plexus Punch Knocked 
Flaherty Out. 


“Tim” Kearns, of Boston, knocked out Martin 
Flaherty, of Lowell, in less than two rounds at the 
Hercules Athletic Club of Brooklyn, on October 30, 
butit was notuntil the following day in the PoLice 
GAZETTE Office that Referee Eckhardt deciared him 
the winner. The blow which ended the fight landed in 
the vicinity of the waist line. The Lowell man sank 
to the floor and was counted out. Charles Harvey, 
Flaherty’s manager, claimed that the blow was a foul 
one and the club physician, Dr, Joseph Creamer, Sr., 
made a hasty examination on the stage, declaring that 
Flaherty had not been injured, and on this opinion the 
referee decided in Kearns’ favor. After that two other 
physicians in the audience looked at Flaherty and de. 
clared that he had been injured. 

Meauwhile, Flaherty was carried to his dressing 
room, and there Surgeon Casey diaguosed his case as 
one of shock. A man must rot necessarily be fouled 
to suffer from shock, so the matter was still enveloped 
in doubt. Then Referee Eckhardt stated that he was 
not satisfied with the first examination, and wanted 
another by the club doctor. ‘That official could not be 
found, 80 the referee practicilly decided tliat the decis- 
ion given in the ring was not final. He conferred again 
with Dr. Creamer and subsequently met the managers 
of the men in the PoLicEe GAZETTE office and awarded 
the honors to Keurns, The blow was doubtless one of 
the solar plexus variety. 

In the first round Kearns did not make the semblance 
ofalead. Flaherty was leading with the left short, 
and following this with right-handers to the neck or 
face, a few of which he landed good and hard. In the 
second Flaherty was bolding his lead, Kearns appar- 
ently awaiting a good chance for one solid punch. 
He had only landed one left to the wind when the 
chance came, and the blow resulted that ended the 
fight. The time of the round wus 2:40.

“Soldier? Walker, the Sacramento. Cal., saloon man, 
as well «s heavyweight boxer, aud ‘Jue’? Kennedy, of 
San Francisco, Cai., who recently returned trom the 
Eust, where he was defeated by Peter Maher, have 
been matched to box ten rounds before the Imperial 
Athletic Club of Sacramento on Dec. 2. ‘The “‘Soldier’’ 
has a coast reputation which will bring him many ad- 
mirers. Having begun his training he will certainly 
be in the best possible condition. Kennedy will train 
at the famous old training quarters, the Seal Rock 
House, Sharkey’s old quarters. Walker trained “Joe” 
Kennedy for his late match with “Gus” Rubilin, so 
they ure both acquainted with the other’s mode of 
fighting. A warm contest is a certainty.

ANOTHER EX-AMATEUR CHAIPION BEATEN. 


“Percy’’ [iciIntyre Was No Match for ‘‘Charley’’ 
Miner in @ Real Fight. 


There was some lively fighting at the Greenwood 
Atiletic Club of Greater New York on Oct. 28. Three 
battles were scheduled. The first one brought out 
Jack’? Dwyer, of Boston, and Frank Collier, of Rock- 
away. It was billed tor ten rounds at catch weights, 
butin the second Dwyer was sent to his knees and 
while there Collier struck him; the referee allowed 
Dwyertime. In the third roum! Collier struck very 
low and the referee stupped the bout and awarded 
Dwyer the fight. Collier refused to shake hands with 
Dwyer. 

The second preliminary, between John Hines and 
“Young” Horney, both of Brooklyn, at 114 pounds, 
was the most interesting bout of the night. It wentthe 
limit, ten rounds, and was about even up, but the 
referee gave his decision in favor of Hines. 

Thestar bout was announced and also the defi of 
“Jimmy” Murray, of Cincinnati, to the winner. The 
principals were “Charley”? Miner, Dixon’s sparring 
partner, and “Percy” McIntyre, of the Pastime A. C., 
both of New York. McIntyre is the ex-amateur Cham- 
pion. The weights were announced at 135 pounds. It 
was Miner’s fight all the way. McIntyre stayed the 
limit, twenty rounds, after fearful punishment, al- 
though the bell saved him from going out tn the eighth.

SHARKEY LOSES TO “JIM” JEF 








After a Bruising Mill Referee George Siler gives the Battle to the Californian 
on Points at the Coney Island Athletic Club. 


WAS TWENTY-FIVE FIERCE AND HARD-FOUGHT ROUNDS. 


Ten Thousand Enthusiastic People Brave a Drenching Rair. to See the Champion Add Another Decision to His Laurels 


James J. Jeffries retains the title of heavyweight 
champion of the world and added another link to the 
chain of victories which will ultimately place him in 
undisputed possession of the “Police Gazette’ diamond 
belt, emblematic of that eminence which is the highest 
attainable iu pugilistic combat. He fought “Tom” 
Sharkey at Coney Island in the presence of the biggest 
aggregation of spectators thatever witnessed a pugilis- 
tic encounter in the world, and at the expiration of 
twenty-five rounds was awarded the decision by Referee 
George Siler. Sharkey lost the bonors, but not until 
he had forced the opponent to fight a marvelous battle 
and was in no way disgraced by the outcome, 

Sharkey fouglt wondrously well and during the 
earlier stages of the battie had very much the best of 
tue issue. He demonstrated beyond all question that 
he possesses a marvelous aptitude for fighting. He 
was ata disadvantage in a physical sense, his oppon- 
ent being much taller, fully twenty-five pounds heav- 
ier, with an extraordinary length of reach which en- 
ubled him to land his blows with more effectiveness at 
distance fighting. Sharkey, however, was most effec- 
tive at in-fighting at close quarters. 

Jeffries ‘won in the stretch,” as they sayin racing 
parlance, forup to the end of the twentieth round 
Sharkey had been the aggressor in the majority of 
rounds, and based upon a comparison of scientific 
work, leads, counters, ete., would have been entitled 
to the verdict. Jeffries, however, to all intents and 
purposes had been playing a waiting game and tried to 
do little more than stand off the ex-man-o’-warsman’s 
terrific onslaughts. He wason the defensive all the 
Lime, subsequent events demonstrating that he was al- 
lowing Sharkey to wear himselfout, The correctness 
of his judgment in this respect was conclusively 
proven, for Sharkey tired rapidly after the twentieth 
round and Jeffries took advantage of his reserve 
strength to take upthe running and doing the most 
fighti g in the concluding rounds, Although Sharkey 
fought back like a demon it was apparent that if 
Sharkey had been able to keep up the pace to the end 
he must have won, but the exertion of fighting so hard 
at the beginning began to tell as the fight neared Its 
end, and Jeffries was able to force matters to an issue 
in the final rounds, 

It was unquestionably the greatest heavyweight fight 
ever witnessed and aroused the enthusiasm and admir- 
ation of spectators despite their respective sentiments 
toward the men, 

Jeffries hardly fought as well as he did when he van- 
quished Fitzsimmous. He displayed little of the clev- 
«rness Which marked his fighting on that occasion. He 
was plainly not in the condition he was when he won 
the title of champion from the Australian, and nobody 
who thought to ‘compare his appearance then and in 
the fight with Sharkey could fail to be impressed with 
the belief that something was lacking. Sharkey, on 
the other hand, wasin superb condition, and looked 
the perfect type of a fignting man, Nothing was lack- 

‘lug in his physical make-up, and subsequent events 
proved that he had been trained for a bruising fight. 

Neither man distinguished himse!f by any great dis- 
play of clevermss. Alter the first few rounds the be- 
ligerents threw science to the winds, aud the attacks 
were purposeless and at random, It was a terrific vol- 
ley of blows, thrown at short range and at long range. 
It was a murdering battle for the first twenty rounds, 
in which Sharkey forced the issue. He drew too gen- 

' erously, however, upon his reserve vital force to ac- 

* Complish his opponent's defeat, and in the final rounds 
had little to finish with. In those twenty rounds Jef- 
tries’ great weight and brawn helped him to hold off 
the sailor, and in the twenty-second round he swung in 
a couple of vicious uppercuts that made Sharkey 
grogey. 

“Tom” came vack again in the twenty-fourth and 
twenty-fifth, but he was weakened greatly by Jeffries’ 
vicious blows, but he continued to fight with all the 
devilish fire that he could put into the final round. 
Then came the end, an unsatisfactory oue froma 
humane point of view, Jeffries’ glove flying off brought 
the fight to an end, although the crowd urged Sharkey 
to rush in andend it. Thishe tried to do, but Jeffries 
fought him back and Referee Siler rushed to the res- 
cue and the bell sounded just as he was trying to tie 
the glove on Jeffries’ hand. 

The scene of this fight isthe arena of the Coney 
Island Athletic Club, that big, bare, roomy amphi- 
theatre by the sea, which has seen the fall of many 
a good man and the rise of many a betterone. The 
night was a disreputable one, cold and dreary, with a 
beating rain drenching to the skin the rich and poor 
sports alike. The man who had an umbrella wasn't 
much better off than he who hadi’t. Both got wet, for 
that rain was po respector of persons, nor of umbrellas, 
either, for that matter. Butit didn’t seem to affect the 
crowd, Nothing does, and if it rained Mauser bullets 
itis very likely the sports would turn ont just the 
same—it a champion fight was promised—and take 
Chances with the hail of fead. 

The meeting between Jeffries and Sharkey was 
essentially ameeting of the giants. Both were big, 
strong and sturdy and ready to fig!:t forever, although 
an unverified rumor had it that Jeffries’ coudition was 
not What it oughtto be; that his wind was not good; 
that his legs were weak, and all that sort of thing. The 











really wise ones smiled at thisand sald it was nothing 
more or less than «a canard intended to influence the 
betting. It it was it didn’t have the expecte:! effeet. 

There was nothing of the symmetrical, race-horsey 
Corbett or McCoy about thesetwo. Percherous would 
suit them better. They looked like the old prints of 
the bemuscied Romans, who, armed with festus, went 
into the arena to fight to the death—not for a purse 
holding a fortune, but tor life itself. 

So with these two men facing each other, this was a 
championship fight worth going many uulles to see. 

Science, skill, force and strengtis in the glare of the 
limelight, one man a trifle lirger than the other, but 
equal, taking it pound for pound. Jeffries was the 
more graceful of the two, but the other man—that 
Sharkey—he with the tattooed slip on his chest, with 
the veck of a bull and the front of a fighter, made up 
for everything in his magnificent brute strength—the 
same strength which helped him whip every man in 
the navy against whom he was pitted. Ifhe had ex- 
isted during the time of Nero women would have 
thrown flowers at him when he killed his man with 
one blow of his fron-bound fist, and he would have gone 
about the streets dressed in a toga so he could show his 
arms. 

As it is now, he fights for a fortune and a champlion- 
ship belt—the belt he has often looked at with adimir- 
ing eyes as it lay on its plush cushion in the private 
office of Mr. Richard K. Fox. 

There is no use of talking about round figures when 
it comes to attendance. The place was full; a few 
more might have been Jammed in witha man’s siz: 
shoehorn, but it would have been ahard Job. Don’t get 
it Into your head that it was a tough crowd, either, It 
doesi)’t signify because a man likes the front row ata 
boxing match that he isa tough or a brute. Not at all. 
Fully one-third of the assemblage was composed of 
business men who were anxious and glad of the oppor- 
tunity to see these famous heavyweights. ‘There were 
clubmen there, too, swelis iu knockabouts and mack- 
intoshes, who bad a hundred or so to put up on their 
choice to lend an additional interest to the affair. 

Delegations from other cities, in a solid block, filed 
in and took the boxes they had bargained for within 
twenty-four hours after the articles of agreement had 
been signed, As in the previous big fight, almost every 
big Westeru city was represented by a good-sized con- 
tingent. 

‘The biograph people had a new arrangement to re- 
produce for posterity the Jeffries-Sharkey festivities, 
and never was prize rig canopied by more wonderful 
contrivance of electric lights than they had rigged up. 
About 400 electric lights, reflected with brght block 
tln, swayed overhead and made the squared circle as 
bright as day. 

By eight o’cloc’s the amphitheatre was half full of 
damp sports with umbrelias that dripped steady little 
streams and made rivulets which ran down from row 
to row uutil they were finally lost through the cracks 
in the boards. Outside the rain beat steadily down 
drenching those who had not been wise enough to buy 
their tickets in ad vance. 

The betting was not brisk by any means, and the 
money which went down was at the rate of 100 to 7U 
aixl 80 on the champion, notwithstanding the ruses 
to force it down to even money. 

Among the prominent bettors was Capt. “Joe” 
Emerich who occupied a box with “‘Jake’’ Hess. He 
took the Jeffries end for $500. 

Shortly after 8:30 the preliminary bout was put on, 
and “Johuny” Dunn in bis famous dress suit made the 
electric lights overhead look like cheap candleson a 
last year’s Christmas tree. He iutroduced “Tommy” 
Moran, of Brooklyn, and “Kid Goulette, of Roches- 
ter, who were to go ten rounds at 128 pounds, George 
Siler wasthe referee, He was in his shirt sleeves. 
The boys putup a good fight and Moran got the de- 
cision. 

During the interval which elapsed between the pre- 
liminary and the time for the pugilistic giants to enter 
the ring the sports in the boxesand around the arena 
held alevee. The old-timers whose faces have been 
seen at every prize fight of prominence held during 
the past thirty years, met as of yore and congratulated 
each other upon being on band at another function. 
It was like a huge assemblage of congenial spirits, 
Everybody was in harmony and the talk was geueral, 
hinging, of course, upon the probable outcome of the 
battle. 

Suddenly a commotion was heard in the lower end 
of the building, and the people stood up as the word 
was whispered along that Sharkey wascoming. There 
Wis an outburst Of applause, and the muscular form of 
the sailor pugilist was seen in a huge bathrobe pushing 
his way through the crowd. He reached the ringside 
and bounded up into the southwest corner, followed by 
“Tom” O’ Bourke, ‘Tim’? McGrath and George Dixon. 
He had hardly taken his seat before the admirers of 
Jeffries had a chance to show their enthusiasm, and a 
voluminous outburst of applause almost shook the 
rafters of the building as the giant form of the cham- 
pion bounded Into the ring, followed by a retinue of 
attendants, among whom were his seconds, * Billy’ 
Delaney, “Tommy” Ryan and “Dick” ‘Toner. 

Jeffries did not take his seat in the corner ulitil he 
had nodded cordially in Sbarkey’s direction, The lat- 





ter Jumped up and walked over toward the 
huge Californian and the pair met in the centre of the 
ring and shook bands warmly. Sharkey whispered 
“May the best man win, Jim,’ aud Jeftries smiled his 
acquiescence to those sentiments, 

Then announcer Duun stated that “Bob’ Fitzsim- 
mous and “J.m’’ Corbett challenged the wiuner and a 
low buzz was heard around the ringside as the specta- 
tors expressed their opinions of the probable outcome 
ofa battle in which these contenders would particl- 
pate. The men meanwhile satin their corners while 
the attendants adjusted the gioves to their hands, 

The heat in the centre of the ring from the four 
hundred lights was so intense that ail the preliminary 
proceedings were hurried through and wiihout any 
needless delay the two men were called to the centre 
and shook hands. The difference in the sizes of the 
two men was conspicuously pronounced, The Califor- 
nian towered head and shoulders over his adversary 
and on appearances the gladiators were unevenly 
matched. They appeared to be on good terms with 
each Other and smiled while Siler whispered his part- 
ing admonitions to them to be careful of fouling, Each 
bowed his xcknowledgement and returned to his re- 
spective corner to awaitthe summons from ‘Time- 
keeper “Billy” Madden, “AI” Smith officiated In that 
capacity for Jeffries, while “Mike” Bradley, of Law- 
rence, Mass., was Sharkey’s watchholder, The bell 
rang and the fisht began, 

As soon as the men came together In the first round 
Sharkey swung his right and left viciously for the jaw, 
but got a punch in the stomach. He led with his left, 
but “Jefl” wasn’t there, He feinted with his left, an: 
Jeftries punched him tn the jaw. In the clinch which 
followed, Sharkey landed on the stomach, 

*“Jefl” opened the second round by a punch over the 
heart, and a moment later he knocked the sailor down 
with a straight left on thejaw. The full count was 
taken, and when Sharkey arose he made a wild swing 
and fell with the force ofthe undelivered blow. As 
soon ashe got to his feet “Jeff” landed bard on his 
heurt with two good punches, which he followed up 
with a left on the jaw, Then Sharkey rushed “‘Jefl” to 
the ropes, landing his left on the jaw. 

Sharkey opened the third briskly, trying to land on 
the wind, but he caughta hot left uppercut, and alter the 
clinch “Jeff’’ Jabbed him in the stomach, Then followed 
the usual clinch, which was sandwiched in between 
almost every exchange of blows. When they shaped 
up again Jefiries landed right and left on the head and 
got away without areturn, Then he punched Sharkey 
on the heart and Sharkey Janded a hard left swing, 
and when the round ended Sharkey was punching 
*“Jefi” in the stomach, 

Both came up strong and fresh for the fourth round. 
Sharkey tried a left for the Jaw, but wasshort. Shar- 
key swung wildly. “Jeff” got inside the blow and 
they clinched. Again Sharkey rushed, and this time 
“Jell” stopped him with a right over the chest. “Jeff” 
was smiling, while Sharkey was nervous. When the 
round ended there were loud cheers for Jeffries, who 
undoubtedly had the better of it, 

‘The filth round was the flercest up to this stage. 
Sharkey had away the better of it, and the house rang 
with the cheers of his admirers, The sailor began with 
alefton thejaw. “Jeff’’ clinched and tried to make 
his weight tell by leaning on Sharkey. They broke 
clean, and Sharkey bored in with two driving lefts in 
the stomach. The blows banished the smile from Jet- 
fries’ face and took the steam out of him. 

About qQhe middle of the eighth round Jefiries took a 
brace, and for the space of halfa minute fonght fast, a 
straight right cutting Sharkey’s right ear. He svon 
tired again, however, and Sharkey fought him toa 
standstill, Then Jeffries resorted to rough-and-tumble 
tactics, and rushing Sharkey across the ring, bent him 
double across the ropes. The referee cautioned him, 

Sharkey seemed tocome back as fresh as ever in the 
next few rounds. With lefts to the jaw and in the 
wind he took a lot ofsteam out of the champion, and 
was c.ieered loudly by the crowd, It was his round by 
a large majority. 

A lett ou the Jaw two’ minutes after the opening of 
the twelfth round, and Sharkey Jumped in with a fusil- 
lade of blows, any one ot which might have felled an ox. 
Once, twice, halfadozen times Sharkey went to the 
jaw heavily. Jeffries took every blow, came back for 
more and went to bis corner smiling. 

Sharkey opened the thirteenth round with a left that 
almost took the top off of Jeffries’ head. It made 
Jeffries look serious. Sharkey rushed in with another 
left and Jeffries clinched. ‘The sailor tried a left swing 
and Jeffries avoided him by ducking. As Sharkey 
went by and Jeffries straightened up the sailor hit his 
opponent with the back of his hand, 

Jeffries’ seconds claimed a foul, but the referee paid 
noattention to the claim. In whatever betting was 
done while the men were in their corners Sharkey was 
favorite at6to5. Hebhad done most of the fighting. 
Sharkey bad Jeffrieson the defensive almost from the 
start. 

The fourteenth round was a repetitionof the thir- 
teenth, all the honors being with Sharkey. Iu the fil- 
teeuth Sharkey fought his man all over the ring, ram- 
ming rights and leftsonu face and body. A straight 
right spilt Jeffries’ nose, the blood spurting down over 





his face and chest. Toward the close of the round the 
Sallor tired, but he was forcing the battle. 

With nineteen rounds fought and both men appar- 
ently in condition to goon, even money that the bout 
would go the limit of twenty-five rounds was offered 
treely. Jeffries landed one good biow in the twentieth 
round, aright counter over the heart, his only good 
blow inmany rounds. A left swing at the start of the 
twenty-first round cut Jeffries’ ear and he clinched and 
bore ‘‘Tom" to the ropes while the crowd howled its 
disapproval. Trying to support his adversary'’s pan- 
cerous weight began to tell on the able seaman and he 
rapidly grew tired and distressed. In this condition 
Jeffries had no difficulty in reaching the chin witha 
left-hand folt which he brought up from somewhat un- 
derneath, It rattied Sharkey’s Jaw and made him a 
trifle unsteady on his pins. He came out of his corner 
like a cyclone, however, in the next round and sturted 
to force his bulky Opponent on the ropes and hitting 
him in clinches, His blows were feeble, however, and 
Jefiries, who now began to show some of that fight 
spirit which characterized him In his fivht with “Fitz,” 
began sending in the hot wallops to Sharkey’s heart 
like shells trom a thirteen-ton gun. 

In the twenty-third round he got another whack at 
“Tom's” chin with the same identical blow which put 
the latter in “Queer street” in the twenty-first round, 
He followed it up with blows at the bead and body. 
Sharkey now began to clinch to save himself from go- 
ing down and the sound of the gong gave him weleome 
relief. Jeffriesappreciating the fact that he had an 
advantage over Sharkey forced matters again in the 
twenty-fourth, doing as much damage by pressing his 
weight down upon his adversary as he did with the 
punches. Sharkey tried to get out of his bear-like 


hugs, but found he could not and began hammering 
away at “Jeff's? stomach. 

Both men sprang out of their corners when the gong 
sounded for the twenty-fifth and last round and they 
amiled as they shook hands, Sharkey rewlized that he 
hada slight advantyge to overcome und led off with a 
terrific blow at “Jeff's” body following with a right 
hard to thejaw, “Jeff” stuck out his left and the anji. 
orman ran into a beautiful punch on the nose, another 
on the same spot and then acig atthe ribs made shar- 
key wince, “Jeff” dropped bis hind bis lett giove 
came off and fell on the floor, “Jefi’ at and 
picked it up, while Delaney and Rvan yelled to him to 
go on without it, but he shook his . Biler came to 
the rescue and ¢ to pull the glove on, wkile Share 
kev danced around back of him. He made a smash at 
Jeffries and the latter, to protect himeelf, shook the 
glove off again and the blow with his naked 
hand. He did not try to strike a blow with it, how- 
ever, and the gong sounded, 

Referee Siler took Jeffries by the hand and pointed 
to him as the winner. Sharkey war chagrined, for the 
worst he expected to get wan n draw. He said to a

In a lonely house on Sheep Island, In San Fraucisco 
bay, off Berkeley, an insane mother beheaded her 
nine-year-old daughter, after which, it Is said, she sul- 
cided by Jumping into the waters of the bay.

The woman and her husband bad mutually agree 
upon aseparation, They were friendly to each other, 
but had come to the couclusion that it was best to live 
apart. He was to have allowed her enough mouey to 
support herself and their child, 

It is beileved that her domestic troubles preyed so 
upon her mind that she became temporarily Insane.

and ‘Jerry’ Driscoll, former cham- 
plon of the British navy, which 
resulted in a victory for the former, sc- 
cording to the best account of the fight 
received here. The fighting was lively 
for six rounds, Driscoll, the fist fighter, 
having a decided advantage over the 
kicker. 

Iu the seventh round Driscoll was 
knocked out by a smashing kick in 
the groin, the Frenchman being allowed 
to use his feet, in accordance with the 
French custom. 

The Englishmen and several French- 
men protested against the decision being 
given in favor of Charlemont, but the 
majority greeted the annouvcement with 
wild shouts of triumph and cries of 
*Pashoda !"’ 

The Englishmen who witnessed the 
fight declare that it was grotesquely 
unfair from beginning to eud. The 
referees were both Frenchmen, and one 
of them actually was Charlemont's 
father. The match was sifpposed to be 
under the Queensberry rules, but 
“kicking in the grojiu’’ was barred, 
The ring was five and a half yards 
square. The contest consisted of 2-min- 
ute rounds, with iatervals of 1 minute 
and 10 seconds. 





Charlemont was heavy and fat. Dris- 
coll was light and sinewy. Charlemont 
wore walking shoes, and 5-ounce 
gloves were used. The Frenchman was 
no match for Driscoll, who pounded his 
opponent's face to a jelly and finally 
got him in chancery, but he im- 
mediately released him, crying out: 

“He has bitten my lip.” 

Driscoll, however, tackled him again, 
whereupon the crowd jeered and hooted 
him, nobody kuew why. Finally Dris- 
coll, hearing some one shout ‘*Time,”’ 
stopped and the uproar increased. 
One of the referees threatened to with- 
draw. whereupon a Frenchman in the 
crowd rose and said he would act as 





umpire. This led to a discussion last- 
ing four minutes, giving Charlemont 
who was groggy, time to recover for the 
second round, during which he wax 
again punished, and the round was 
stopped before the time had expired, 
Charlemout being out of breath.

Fast and Hard Fighting Results 
in Colored Lad’s Favor, 


QUTPOINTED AND OUTFOUGHT

George McFadden's lightweight championship aspir- 
ations received « rude jolt on Oct. 31, when he was de- 
cisively beaten in a twenty-five-round encounter which 
took place at the Broadway Athietic Ciub, It was the 
third meeting that they had had.

McFadden opened the proceedings with a straig!t 
left to the tace, sending the same hand tothe stomach 
us Gans clinched. “Mac” blocked a heavy right that 
was meant for the Jaw and ripped in aright to the heart 
as they again came together, Gans tried a short right 
that George got under as he closed in with astif{! body 
punch, Gans tried again with a right hook that landed 
fair on the jaw, and George went zigzagging, but man- 
aged to keep his feet.

He 
feilnted with his left for the body and McFudden 
brought his evard down to block. As be did Gans sent 
his right over with terrific force and made the New 
Yorker dizzy. Gans followed up his advantage, wal- 
loped George all over the ring and bad him to the bad 
atbell time, Both were tired in the fifteenth as are- 
sult of the fast pace. 

The eighteenth was Gans’ round by a big margin. He 
pounded the body unmercifully, and kept his right 
working like a piston rod on the face. He staggered 
McFadden with a vicious right swing on the jaw as 
“Mac” was backing away. 

The twentieth round nearly saw the finish of the 
New York boy. Gans smashed over a wicked right 
that dropped McFadden fair. McFadden stayed down 
for the limit. He was unsteady as be got to his feet 
and Gans went after him all abiaze. By hugging and 
some good blocking McFadden lasted the round.
